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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's have amended the claims to require further search under the art of 1 02/1 03. In particular, 
Applicant's have amended the claims to teach always initializing each dialog step with a shortened prompt. Although Applicant believes 
that adding the term each is a grammatical correction, it also changes the context of the claims, which requires further search. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., even if the user is having trouble, and particularly when the user is having trouble, each dialog step begins 
with a short prompt) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant's claims 
teach starting with a short prompt and if an incorrect response/no response is detected, outputting a detailed prompt, similar to the prior 
Surace's method. Applicant claims simply state that a shortened prompt is initialized independent of a user's expertise. Although a user 
could be an expert, an expert could still experience difficulty. 

Also, Applicant's asked the question, how can a prompt be shortened over time, if it does not begin with a longer prompt. In particular, 
Surace system can output a very detailed prompt. This prompt occurs once a user is having trouble. That is, the user starts with one of the 
shorter prompts and can become even more shorter if the user is not having trouble. However, if the user experience trouble, Surace's 
system outputs what is considered the long prompt (detailed prompt). 
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
